Mr. Cleveland had among his callers yester- 
Gay Gen. Patrick A. Collins of Boston, who 
saw Mr. Cleveland on Thursday also. This 
‘is regarded by many as indicating that 
Gen. Collins is in the ranks of 
Cabinet possibilities and close up where the 
band is. Don M. Dickinson is taking a rest 
after his campaigning, Mr. Dickinson said 
yesterday that he was not a candidate for 
any office inthe giftofa President at home 
or abroad.

I will 
take nothing. My ambitions lie entirely in 
my profession.’’ 

Since the announcement of the candidacy 
of Edward Murphy, Jr., forthe Senate poli- 
ticlans have come to accept his election as a 
Matter of coufse. W. Bourke Cockran said 
yesterday that he was not a candidate, that 
he was satisfied with his present position and 
that Mr. Murphy would be the Senator if he 
wanted tobe.

Makers Already Busy 
Cleveland’s Advisers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—Information 
received here directly and through a reliable 
channel says Mr. Whitney will probably ac- 
cept no office under the new administration. 
Mr. Whitney prefers to be the heir to the 
throne and he believes that he can doa great 
deal more to promote his presidential as- 
pirations in private life than in office. His- 
tory has shown that Cabinet officers stand a, 
very poor chance of becoming presidents. 
The Secretaryship of State would give Mr. 
Whitney very little opportunity to advance 
his interests. The Secretaryship of the 


Treasury would involve altogether too much 
work. To be Minister in London for 
four years would remove him 
entirely from the field” of political 
mane@gement and it is there that Mr. Whit- 
ney is strong. Besides the American Minis- 
ter to England generally gets the Irish vote 
down on him. Nearly every one of otr min- 
isters have suffered from it. Mr. Phelps 
really executed a fine piece of strategy on the 
British Government In the extradition treaty 
negotiations in the tnterest of Irish political 
refugees, but it wasa matter that the general 
public could know little about, and the Irish

The lever that controls the New 
York machine is now in his hands and he is 
not going to let goof it.

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BRITISH OPINION. 


London Newspaper Comments on Cleve- 
land’s Election. 

Lorpon, Nov. 12, 12:50 a. m.—The Daily 
Telegraph this morning publishes a number of 
interviews on the result of the American 
election with representative tradesmen of 
Great Britain. The President and Secretary 
of the ShefMfeld Chamber of Commerce and 
of various Arms in that 
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represented as being pleased at Mr. Cle vo- 
and 's victory, but not sanguine of any im- 
mediate result in the way of tariff reform. 
In one interview an ex-master cutler named 
Richardson is quoted as saying he 
thinks that if any tariff reduction is 


made it will of a selfish 
kind and win only benefit America. 
A number of interviews had in Liverpool 
make it apparent that keen interest is 
evinced there inthe result and that it has 
been the chief topic of discussion in the mar- 
ket, on the Stock Exchange and among the 
frequenters of the other business centers of 
that city. The opinions expressed are va- 
rious. Liverpool ship-owners especially 
ha ve suffered from the McKinley law. In ad- 
dition to the reduction of the exportation of 
woolens, other articles like tin- plate, for- 
merly sent to Liverpool to be shipped by fast 
steamers,are now shipped more cheaply trom 
Oardiff and other ports nearer the centers of 
roduction, the cost of K trans porta 
fon to verpool being thus avoided. 
In some quarters the hope is expressed 
that, although the McKinley law cannot be 
repealed, some temporary modification may 
be made in favor of English goods. In the 
chemical trade, according to one interview, 
A revival of business is expected as a result 
ofthe Democratic victory. ‘he cotton trade. 
it appears, has suffered less than some other 
interests, and its representatives are less ex- 
cited by the news. A number of the inter-

DAVENPORT’S METHODS, 


RESULTS OF THE CONGRESSIONAL INQUIRY 
FORECASTED. 

New Tonk. Nov. 12.—Congressman Ashbel 
P. Fitch wasasked last night what results 
had been accomplished by the Congressional 
Committee appointed to investigate the Fea- 
eral election supervision law as applied in 
this city by Chief Supervisor of Elections 
John I, Davenport. Mr. Fitch is chairman of 
this committee. 

Mr. Fitch said: In the first place the com- 
mittee has found thatthe dills which Mr. 
Davenport has presented to the Government, 
and upon which he has obtained 
money, are many of them charged for 
cases in which no particulars are given ex- 
cept the names of the alleged defendants. In 
making out these bilis he has exercised great 
ingenuity in the matter of itemizing. The 
committee has shown that the services of 
Mr. Davenport were exceedingly costly and 
were absolutely useless in the matter of de- 
tecting or preventing any crimes against the 
ballot box. The committee has also inci- 
dentally brought out the disregard shown by 
Mr. Davenport ot legal authority. This was 
done by giving him an opportunity to refuse 
toappear before the Congress Committee. 
My belief, saia Mr. Fitch, is that this 
investigation will result in the absolute re- 
pealotthe whole system of federal super- 
vision of elections. The system is costly and 
useless. I hope that the whole system will 
be wiped out.

TITLE TO LANDS. 


Litigation Over a Michigan Tract of 


1,800,000 Aores. 

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 12.—Lawsuits directly 
and indirectly involving the titles to 1,800,000 
acres of Michigan land are now up before 
Judge Swan of the United States Court. 
There are seven suits with the Michi- 
gan Land & Lumber Co. as complain- 
ant. The defendants are Harry stevens 


& Co. of st. Helen and Detroit, Lansing, Jack- 
son & Saginaw Rallroad, Amasa Rust and 
Charles Worth of Saginaw, Peck, Woods & 
Co., of Oscoda, ©. Merrill of Oscoda, C. Mer- 
rin & Co. of Saginaw, Whitney & Remick of 
Detroit and Butman & Rush, Saginaw. 

Under the swamp land grant act of Con- 
gress, Sept. 28, 1850, Michigan received 6,000, - 
00 acres of land from the United States. 
These lands were subsequently patented to 
the State. The 1,700,000 acres of land in- 
volved in this litigation are claimed under 
this act of Congress, but 
1 1888, Secretary Vilas 
United States Interior De 
refused to patent them. The State took 
issue that the titie to these lands had passed 
to the State by virtue of the terms of the act 
itself and proceeded to dispose of the lands. 
The case now on is the land aud lumber 
company's suit against Stephens & Co., in- 
clading a city’s site and numerous mills 
worth $250. 000.

THE GOVERNMENT URGED TO MEET 
DEMOCRATIC REDUCTIONS.

British Evicted Tenants’ Commission a 
Political Blunder—- American Naval 
Officers Charged With Giving Indians 
Whisky—Berlin Anarchists Hold a 


Meeting—Foreign News. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 12.—The entire Do- 
minion press is urgingthe Ottawa Govern- 
ment to prepare for Democratic tariff reform 
by reducing the Canadian tariff. It points out 
that the Dominlon Ministers need not look for 
any treaty of reciprocity such as was pro 
posed to the Harrison administration early 
inthe present year. Uponthe tariff ques- 
tion the Democratic party has a fixea prin- 
ciple. It will not entertain any propositions 
for reciprocity of trade or any other project 
hampering the free action of Congress. The 
Democratic victory has therefore given a 
death blow tothe movement in favor of re- 
stricted reciprocity or commercial union. 
It is recalled that five years ago, when 
Mr. Oleveland was President, a treaty 
relating to the Atlantic fisheries was entered 
into in modification of the treaty of 1818 and 
at the threshold of the negotiations Sir 
Charles Tupper proposed on behalf of Can- 
ada that the whole question of the commer- 
cial interests of the two countries should be 
taken upanda settlement made upon the 
basis ofa broad reciprocity of free trade. 
Mr. Bayard, then Secretary of State, declined 
to entertain the proposal om the ground that 
it was contrary to Democracy to usurp the 
control of the tariff which belonged to the 
House of Representatives. If Mr. Cleveland 
adopts the same policy all that can be hoped 
for here is a modification of tariffs in the in- 
terest of freer commercial relations. 


BRITISH POLITICS. 


EVICTED TENANTS’ COMMISSION A GOVERNMENT 
BLUNDER. 

Lonpon, Nov. 12.—The Evicted Tenants’ 
Commission is being attacked from every 
side, and there is scarcely any doubt what- 
ever that it will result in a complete flasco s0 
faras any material benefit to the persons 
who have lost their holdings is concerned. 
The Parnellite organs complain that the 
tenants themselves are treating the commis- 
sion with indifference. The evidence sub- 

to the commission on tne 
on which it has been 
may be summed up as 
follows: On Monday the evidence of one 
witness, a plan of campaign organizer; on 
Tuesday, the evidence of a bishop anda 
priest; on Wednesday, the evidence of a 
Dublin Castle official; on Thursday, the evi- 
uence of a priest and a **bogtrotter,’’ and 
yesterday the evide ne nant. From 
this it will be seen that the’ commission is not 
making very rapid progress towards the so- 
lution of the vexatious question of what 
shall be done to relieve the evicted tenants, 
whose wants are pressing. | 

Mr. Wm. Redmond’s paper, an organ of the 
Parnellites, describes the appointment of 
the commission as the biggest blunder ever 
perpetrated by any Government. 

The Rt. Hon. Henry H. Fowler, President 
of the local government board, has prepared 
a circular advisinp the local authorities to 
modify the distress among the unemployed 
workmen by making roads, constructing 
sewers andcleaning the streets, paying the 
menemployed todo the work regular day’s 
wages. The authorities, he adds, should alm 
to de usetul to labor and avoid making pau- 
pers ot those out of work. 

A large number of employers, influenced 
by the success of the Shipping Federation’s 
labor registry offices, have applied to the 
directors of the federation tocreatea labor 
exchange with branchesin every manufac- 
turing center and at the ports. The federa- 
tion has agreedto actasa nucleus forthe 
exchanges. Thetrade unions are jealously 
watching the development Of the project, as 
it will obviously operate in favor of free 
labor and non-uniofhists. 


LONDON’S FOG. 


DARKNSS OF MIDNIGHT PREVAILED AT NOON 
TO-DAY. 

Loypow, Nov. 12.—Dense fogs have been 
prevalent in London for a week past. At 
noon to-day the atmosphere is heavier than 
ever, and the blackness of midnight set in. 
The gas and electric lights were in use every- 
where in the city, but inthe streets their 
rays were unabie to penetrate the 
dense mass of vapor that hung over 
the city so heavily that it 
appeared to make its weight perceptible. 
The usualroar of traffic was greatly dimin- 
ished, for many careful draymen and others 
refused to allow their horses to be used, fear- 
ing accidents. The traffic done was carried 
on under greatwifiiculties, and it was only 
by the exercise of the greatest care that 
accidents were not more numerous, though 
sOme more serious Casualties were reported. 
These consisted mostly in run-overs. The 
lawless element, took advantage 
or the occasion and were ev 
erywhere active.

VicToriA, British Columbia, Nov. 11.—The 
government steamer Quadrax, with Mayor 
Sherwood, Captain of the Dominion of Canada 
police, is now patrolling the west coast of 
Vancouver Island making inquiries about the 
cutter Corwin and her calls early in the 
spring. The sealers reported to the Govern- 
ment that the American naval officers had 
visited the seal men and distributed whisky 
to Indians and after the latter became drunk 
signed their signatures to the statements 
regarding sealing manufacture to suit 
America’scase. At the time of the stories 
first gaining currency they were not be-

Shots can be red in 
rapid successf#n or at any desired interval. 
The experts pronounce the mechanism of the 
new weapon to be sound and simple. Though

SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 


Stockbridge vs. the Richmond & Danville 
Railroad Co, 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 13.—The some- 
what noted damage suit of Stockbridge 
against the Richmond & Danville Railroad in 
whicha jury awarded $60,000 damages was 
settled out of court yesterday. The settle- 
ment wasa compromffe, by the terms of 
which the railroad company will pay Mr. 
Stockbridge $22,000. 

The plaintiff in the suit, Sylvester L. Stock- 
bridge, wasa Baltimore attorney. He took 
a Richmond & Danville trainfor Richmond 
one day in April, 1888, near Clifton, Va.; the 
engine jumped the track on acurve and the 
train rolled down anembankment in Opes 
Head Creek. Mr. Stockbridge received seri- 
ous injuries, from the result of which his left 
side was permanently paralyzed. He brought 
suit for $100,000 damages. The case was 
tried in the Circuit Court of 
the district before Justice Cox. Mr. Stock- 
bridge declared that his injuries prevented 
him from practicing his profdssion, which 
yielded him $3,000 a year. he company held 
that the accident occurred through no fault 
of its agents, After a trial lasting eight 
days the gy sees a verdict giving the 
plaintiff . damages. The case was ap- 
pealed to the court in generalterm. A few 
days afterward the verdict was set aside by 
Justice Cox as excessive, anc since that de- 
cision the case has been in statu quo.

BOLD BANK SWINi’LERS. 


SYSTEMATIC WORK OF A GANG OF SLICK 
FORGERS. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—A gang of bank swind- 
lersis traveling about the country, mainly 
through the West. They are clever and 
plausible ani their victims are generally the 
country banks. Their method is to obtain a 
draft for a small sum from an out-of-town 
bank on its New York correspondent. From 
this genuine draft they have forged dupil- 
cates ‘made. The genuine draft, of course, 
goes through all right. Then the bogus 
drafts are presented, and the swindlers, 
having established a sort of credit with the 
genuine draft, and being sufficiently well- 


known to be identified by the country Dank, 
the bogus draftson the New York bank are 
generally cashed without question. 

Some New York bank in a very little while 
will receive in its mail from a W estern corre- 
spondent bank a bogus draft drawn upon the 
New York bank, and which has been cashed 
by its Western correspondent. Of course the 
loser in this case is the country bank . which 
has cashed it forthe swindler, not the New 
York institution upon which it is drawn. The 
latest instance of this sort of swindling was 
brought to the attention ofthe Chase Na- 
tional Bank of this city a few days ago. The 
victims in this case were the First National 
Bank andthe German-American Bank, both 
of St. Cloud, Minn, Each ot these banks on 
Oct. 2cashed a bogus draft on the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of this city, the first for $500 
and the other for $800. Both of the 
drafts purported to de issued dy the 
National Bank of Commerce of Tacoma 
on the Chase National Bank of this city. 
They were payable to the order and were 
presented by and cashed for Mrs. Annie

meer eer knows Charley Duchet, who 1s 
a typical Western character. He knows 
every inch of ground between Phoenix and 
the Navajo Reservation, and has had hatir- 
breadth escapes by the dozen. He returned 
yesterday from a trip to the Mongollones 
and had quite a rough time. He left Ft. Me- 
Dowelland wentupthe Verde and through 
quicksand, high water, and other draw 
backs; was three and a half days 
without food, himself and horse, 
and traveled in that time eighty-three miles. 

He reports a terrible condition of affairs in 
the ranges ofthat section. It is drier than 
ever before known, and cattle are perishing 
by hundreds. At one place he was in a box 
canon and observed that cattle which came 
to drink were so weak and exhausted that on 
coming to the creek they fell into the water, 
some ofthem drowning and others drinking 
sO much they could not walk. 

The country is utterly barren of feed, and 
cattle walk lowing over the mesas, cropping 
brush and anything that bears signs of vege- 
table life. Mr. Duchet was near a cliff at 
least 800 feet hi over the Verde, on Mur- 
ray's ranch, and saw a cow walking slowly 
toward the edge. He expected to see it stop 
at a reasonable distance, but instead, witn- 
out slacking its pace, it walked right over 
the edge, striking two or three times in the 
precipitous descent and landing mangled 
and dead. It was as clear a case of suicide 
as ever occurred, Other cattle have been 
known to walk into quicksand and be 
smothered,

ROWED BY BONY HANDS. 


The Spectral Jolly-Boat of the Martha 
Kane.

Any sailor familiar with these waters will 
tellyou the story of the jolly-boat of the 
Martha Cane and the crew of spectral tars 
she carries. The legend goes back to the 
early days of the present century, and runs 
that the Martha Kane was a slave ship in 
command of a Captain Hawke. Among 
those of his calling, none of them noted for 
compassion and gentleness, he was famous 
for unparalleled cruelty and cold-blooded 
ferocity. 

His crew and officers fitted him well, being 
scoundrels ofjsuch ill-repute that no captain 
in the profession could have afforded to carry 
them in his forecastie. But they were nimble 
fellows and always managed to elude the 
vessels sent out tocapture their ship, which 
is said to have reeked withthe biood of the 
wretched creatures she carried between 
decks. But herevil voyages came to an ena 
at last through the vengeance of an outraged 
Providence itself. 

Among the captives she carried on this, 
her last voyage, Was a negro Prince, a fellow 
of more than ordinary intelligence, who was 
so moved by his own sufferings and those of 
his people that he arranged a plan for their 
deliverance. The plot was that when the 
hold was opened to let down food to them 
certain of them were to lend their backs to 
others to leap to the deck, where a rush was 
to be made upon the crew and officers, who 
were to be knocked down and secured. 

The first part of this plan worked very 
well. The captives leaped tothe deck and 
sprang toward their tormentors, but the lat- 
ter being armed and the miserable slaves 
being weakened by privationandthe want 
of air, they were knocked down and killed 
with cuts of the cutlassesand the officers’ 
pistols until the blood flowed off the deck in 
rivulets, when the bodies were thrown to the 
sharks that hung about the vessel as if in an- 
ticipation of the feasttnhat was furnished 
them. Someof the slaves were not yet dead 
when they were thrown overboard, there to 
find a speedy ending in the Jaws of these hor- 
rid sea wolves. 

The hatches were then hammered down 
upon the remaining human cargo, who, asa 
punishment, were thus deprived of free air 
for the day or two that were left before the 
ship was to make port. Hundreds died, their 
reeking bodies polluting the foul air of the 
hold still more. Many went mad and bit and 
tore their companions who were too weak to 
defend themselves. That Capt. Hawke would 
thus jeopardize his freight seems incredibie, 
but the man’s cruelty got the better of his 
yreed; besides, it was a matter of course 
that a good percentage would die on the voy- 


age. 

Put for the Prince who had planned the re- 
volt was reserved the weightiest punishment 
of all. He was stripped naked and lowered 
into the water, where the sharks were 
allowed tosnapat his limbs before he was 
drawn up again, tearing them away almost 
inch by inch. He was crazed by hunger and 
thirst, as wellas his suffertngs, and, going 
quite mad, cursed the ship, its Captain, 
officers and crew, foretelling that the vessel 
would burn by fire sent from heaven, and 
that such of the crew as did not perish in her 
would be doomed to haunt these waters ever- 
more. But he died amid the jeering of the 
wretches about him. 

That night, however, the rigging was 
found to be on fire, the flames descending 
instead of flaring upward, licking the men 
from the decks as if they had been so many 
knots of wood. The Captain and two of his 
officers with three or four bf his men fled-to 
the joliy- boat and succeeded in — | 
her upon the stormy waters that surround 
the ship, although beyond her the sea lay 
tranguil. When the men were gone and the 
jolly-boat had pulled away, the flames 
ceased as suddenly as they came, and the 
slaves came trooping up from the hold, un- 
harmed. They floated about for a day or two 
until discovered by an outward bound ship, 
when they told their wonderful story, but 
forgot to add how, when the flames had died 
away, thecrew of the joliy-voat had tried 
onee more to board the vessel, and were 
beaten back by the desperate blacks. 

Since then the jolly-boat has been often 
seen, so. sailors declare, in these waters, 
with her crew pulling away as if for dear life, 
but when overtaken they are seen to be only 
naked skeletons looking back over their 
shoulders with hideous grins and their eyes 
abiaze with a horrid fire not of earth. This 
boat invariably runs before the fearful gales 
that are experienced on this coast, and every 
captain who sees this spectral craft dancing 
—— him keeps his weather eye open. An 
old sailor, wno now pulls a and oyster 
boat in this port. tells the following story of 
the Martha Kane's

The story of the phantom jolly boats finds 
odd confirmation from a prominent citizen of 
this place, who says that in 1880 he was out 
sailing with a pleasure party when a sudden 
squall struck the boat, upsetting herand 
drowning four of the party. The rest ciung 
to the boat till help reached them, but while 
they were awaiting rescue a small boat 
passed a short distance from them sur- 
rounded by an extraordinary red glow that 
revealed the glaring, set faces in rowers,who 

aid not the slightest attention to their cries 

or succor, but presently seemed to go down 
while in plain view of them.

WATCHING AT SANDY HOOK. 


How News of Your Arrival From Europe 
Reaches Your Friends. 


A man who has watched with a great deal 
ofinterest the coming of immigrants from 
Camp Low, the stretch of sand to the west 
end of Sandy Hook, is William De la Motte, 
marine observer for the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. down there. The  »builda- 
ing in which De la Motte works is 
fifty feet high and is of wood. Iron cables 
of guy ropes preyent the wind from blow- 
ing it over when it blows hard across the 
sandy moors. Allthe pilots who bring ves- 
sels into New York know De la Motte. They 
speak of him as the Count. It is supposed 


abroad, but he himself will never confirm 
this supposition. He has been an observer 
for the Western Union Uo. for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century. says the New York News. 
He was formerly in the employ ofthe English 
Government. He kas been stationed at 
Sandy Hook for a Gozen years or so. 

This is the most important signalor sight- 
ing off_ice on the American coast. All vessels 
bound for New York from abroad have to 
pass the Hook to put into the bay. None or 
them gets within a mile of the lookout sta- 
tion before it has been identified and its ar- 
rival telegraphed to this city. Everytbing 
that enters the bay is reported. The big 
ocean greyhounds are spotted something like 
half a dozen miles out to sea. As soon as the 
name of the steamer is learned it is 
flashed over the telegraph wires 
to New York. Those who have made an 
ocean voyage or have friends who have may 
recall that either they or their friends have 
paid the Western Union Telegraph Co. $1 to 
have the steamer on which they were return- 
ing home reported as soon as sighted. Few 
of them have ever stopped to think how that 
information is obtained, however. If they 
had made inquiry they would have been told 
that the marine at Sandy Hook had spied the 
vessel heading forthe entrance to our har- 
bor, During the daytime this observer is 
Count de la Motte. 

From 7in the morning till 7 at night the 
Count sits in the little room in the ves topor 
the tall tower down on the extreme point of 
the Hook alone with his telegraph instra- 
ment and his bigtelescope. Around him, 80 
far as the eye can see, isthe ocean. The 
Count is constantly gazine out upon this end- 
less expanse through his bigtelescope. It is 
a powerful instrument and willspy a vessel 
the moment it shows its spars above the 
horizon. By the time it gets its smokestack 
in sight the Count has made out its name. 
He does not dtstinzuish the name from any 
letters that might be painted on the vessel's 
bow. He makes the name out from the 
ship’s general appearance. This is the 
Count’s specialty, and he ts an adept at it. 

From morning until uight the Count keeps

WORK FOR THE NEW CONGRESS. 


The suggestion that the Fifty-third Con- 
gress be called to meet immediately after 
Mr. Cleveland’s inauguration is one which 
the President-elect will probably consider 
with favor. The Democratic party has 
promised to reduce the tariff and relieve 
the people of a burdensome iniquity; no 
time should be lost in redeeming its 
pledges. Thereis an imperative demand 
that this be done, and the work cannot be 
undertaken too soon. 

But aside from this purely patriotic rea- 
son itis expedient that reform legislation 
be put in operation before the time to face 
another Congressional election. If noth- 
ing is done until the recently elected 
House meets in regular session, fourteen 
months hence, the repeal of the McKinley 
act with subsequent revenue measures 
cannot be looked for until late in the 
summer of 1894. In other words 
the country will have to _ justify 
or condemn a Congress whose 
work is not fairly before them. On the 
contrary, should the new Congress meet 
next March two or three radical measures— 
the freeing of raw materials and the reduc- 
tion of those duties on manufactures which 
are particularly oppressive and hateful— 
can be put in operation and their beneficent 
effects be made to appear a year before the 
next election. The people will be relieved 
of a burden, business will be stimulated 
by the cheapening of raw materials and 
new markets opened up. Something sub- 
stantial can be accomplished toward mak- 
ing good the promises of tariff reformers, 
which, of course, will strengthen the 
party for the next contest.

The grave doubt still existing with re- 
gard to the complexion of the Senate of 
the Fifty-third Congress and the opportu- 
nities afforded by legislative elections for 
reversals of the popular choice emphasize 
the objections to the present constitution 
of that body andthe manner of choosing 
its members. 

If it should turn out that the Republic- 
ans have captured enough. Legislatures 
charged with the duty of electing Senators, 
orifthey are able by combinations with 
third party members or by manipulation 
and bribery to control enough of them to 
retain their majority in the United States 
Senate, the Democracy will have fought 
its good fight and the people 
will have revolted against robber protec- 
tion and plutocracy in vain. The legisla- 
tive elections may have been determined 
upon considerations having no connection 
with national issues. They may have 
been powerfully influenced by State ques- 
tions or the local popularity of candidates, 
and yetupon them may depend the real 
outcome of the entire national struggle 
and the legislation of Congress for years. 

Although the people condemned the 
protective system and plutocratic rule in 
the election of representatives two years 
ago, although they have repeated and em- 
phasized that condemnation in the election 
by an overwhelming majority of a Demo- 
cratic President and House this year, it is 
yet possible that the execution of the pop- 
ular will may be prevented by a Republi- 
can majority in theSenate. Evep if enough 
Democratic Legislatures have been chosen 
to secure a Democratic majority in the 
Senate, the opportunities to defeat the 
popular willare many.

This 
will be easy for him to do because he does 
not want or expect a third term. 

In like manner he is free to act upon his 
own convictions touching the tariff. His 
progressive ideas are well-known and the 
people have approved them. His good 
sense will prescribe the practical limita- 
tions to a liberal policy, but he is commit- 
ted to asweeping reduction of duties and 
the people will expect him to ignore the 
timid and half-hearted politicians who 
may be inclined to serve the possessors of 
*‘unearned advantages and ‘‘unearned 
profits.’’ 

Mr. Cleveland’s position is unique in its 
independence. The Democratic majority 
in Congress will be largely influenced by 
his wishes and if he does not shape legis- 
lation in accordance with the principles he 
has so often avowed he will sorely surprise 
and disappoint those whose confidence he

ONE MAN KILLED AND A NUMBER . 
R1OUSLY INJURED. 


Buildings Shattered for a Mile From the 
Scene in Every Direction—Cars Tele- 
scoped— Woman and Child Cremated in 
a Tenement House Fire—Mishaps of a 
Day. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. T., Nov. 12.—One hun- 
dred pounds of blasting powder and dyna- 
mite in the powder- house of Mesers. Douglass 
& Johnson, the canal and tunnel contractors, 
exploded at 10 o’clock this morning. John 
Hobson, master mechanic of all the immense 
works of these contractors, was 
killed and William Wier, an engineer, 
and Sherman De Smith (colored), a 
fireman, were badly cut about the face, head 
and body. Hobson was found lifeless witha 
fearful gash in his throat at the foot ofa 
large pile of rocks. He had started to run 
from the boller-house when the explosion 
occurred, and he was picked up and hurled 
some fifty feet. It is thought his throat 
was torn by a sharp piece of rock. 
The other men, Wier and De Smith, were 
fleeing for their Nves when struck by flying 
pieces of timber and rock. Their condition is 
serious but not necessarily fatal. Those who 
were in the various buildings on the canal 
escaped injury except from the _ terrible 
shock. 

For a distance ofa mile around windows, 
sashes, etc., were Dlown out. Dishes on 
shelves were scattered, and in one house 
a little daby was rendered un- 
conscious from shock. The employes in 
and about the canal and tunnel works had 
many narrow escapes. The damage to 
bulidings and houses in that part of the city 
is extensive and will foot up into the thous- 
ands. Allthe windows on the east side of 
the Niagara Falls Paper Co. 's plant were 
torn out. The fronts of stores and houses on 
Buffalo street were badly shat- 
tered. Mr. Johnson says that the 
firm will be ready to resume 


work Monday night. The machinery, boilers, 
electric ight piantand pumps are found all 
right, although the bulidings,railroad trestle 
and tracks were torn to pieces and heavy 
timbers hurled hundreds of feet. Hobson, 
the master mechanic, who was killed, was a 
Canadian and about 40 years of age. it is not 
known whether he had a family.

The same 
was done witha obill appropriating $5,000 to 
improve Arsenal street sewer. Bilis dedicat- 
ing a portion ot Scanian avenue and author- 
izing the 5s. Peter and Paul’s Cemetery to 
extend its iimits were also engrossed. The 
supplemental appropriation bill was re- 
ported and passed. 

_Bills to reconstruct Morgan street from 
Fourteenth to Eighteenth, Walsh street, from 
Fourteenth to Eighteenth, and Grand avenue 
from St. Louis avenue to Morgan street, with 
asphaltum were passed. The bill to recon 
struct Fourteenth street, from Lucas avenue 
to Walsh street, with granite, was also 
passed.

PHILADELPIA, Ta., Nov. 13.—When the 
University of Pennsylvania’s football team 
lines up against Yale’s sturdy champions to- 
day in New York it will be with a feeling that 
there is at least a hope for them to break the 
chain of defeats to which each year the 
Yales haved added another link. Although 
they do not say they expect to win from Yale, 
there is noticeable in the Pennsylvania stock 
an undercurrent of confidence in their own 
abilities to play good foot-Dall, and they 
openly declare that they will at least score 
against the biue. 

Pennsylvania has no fear of Yale breaking 
through its line, but itexpects the latter to 
make its gains around the ends. If Yale’s 
fileet-footed backs once circle the ends there 
is no one on Pennsylvannia’s team that 
can catch them, as Camp, Knipe and 
Thayer all are rather slow runners. The 
team that will start the game to-morrow for 
Pennsylvania will be the samethat defeated 
Princeton last Saturday. Schoff and Knipe, 
the two cripples of the team, are in much 
better condition than when they were played 
against Princeton, but the former’s knee is 
still in bad shape, and it is hardly probable 
that he will last through the game. 

The team did not indulge in any hard prac- 
tice yesterday, but put intheafternoon in 
going over the signals.

The New Haven College team registered at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Capt. McCormick 
said this morning thatevery one of them was 
une as sik.“ The betting men who 
swarmed about the corridors evidently 
agreed with him. Pennsylvania’s sympa- 
thizers had no difficulty in 9 tO 1. 
Betting was even that the niver- 
sity men would not score, and that 
Yale would rollup twenty points. Nearly 
1,000 supporters of the blue came on a special 
train from Philadelphia to-day and pro- 
ceeded to the Hoffman House, where a 
luncheon was served. Capt. Schoff, like his 
antagonist, Capt. McCormick, has nearly a 
score of substitute players eager to fill 
any gap which may be made in the 
ranks. ‘the wily Captain of the Yale team is 
extremely reticent on this subject and 
refused to name the men upon whom he 
should call.
